“  In  97 — the  British  fleet  met  that  of  Hol¬ 
land,  [Which  once  imder  Van  Tromp,  fixed  a 
broom  at  masthead,  as  evidence  of  its  determi¬ 
nation  to  sweep  Hie  ocean.]  Out  of  15  ships 
of  the  line,  eleven,  besides  frigates,  struck  to  the 
British. 

“  In  98-^tlie  British  fleet  gained  the  memo¬ 
rable  victory  over  that  of  the  French,  at  Abou«> 
kir.  Here  the  whole  French  fleet,  then  there, 
except  two  ships  and  two  frigates,  were  either 
taken  or  destroyed. 

“  1801 — fell  the  fleet  of  Denmark,  though  as 
bravely  deleuded  as  was  ever  flt^ei  or  soil — but 
it  fell,  as  did,  with  it  over  two  thousand  of  their 
country’s  defenders — and  with  them  ended  the 
struggle  in  the  north  of  Europe  under  what  was 
called  the  Armed  Neutrality,  (at  the  head  of 
which  was  the  sovereign  of  Hiissia,)  against  the 
maritime  aggressions  (f  England, 

“  In  1805,  fell  the  combined  fleets  of  France 
and  SjTafn. - *  The  last  of  the  race.' 

“  Well  indeed  might  the  Trident  of  Neptune, 
now  *11  the  hands  of  Great  Britain,  be  called 
‘  the  three  forked  sceptre’ — to  Britain  had  Nep¬ 
tune  resigned  it.  So  tint  on  the  surface  of 
‘  the  GREAT  DEEP,’  tlicrc  was  none — none,  her 
porter  or  right  to  dispute. 

“  This  then  was  the  fate  of  the  nations  of 
Europe  in  a  war  with  Old  England.  Their  7ia-

The  same  paper  is  not  a  little  chagrined,

spirit  of  hate  and  extermination,  which 
this  holy  minister  feels  arid  exfiresses 
against  the  country  of  liis  ancestors;  the 
cool  and  collected  manner,  in  which  he 
pronounces  the  war,  from  which  we  hive 
been  so  mercifully  delivered,  to  be  just  and 
necessary;  the  commanding  attitude  and 
the  oracular  tone  he  as^sumes,  when,  in  the

I  Really,  sir,  since  the  tlays  of  the  re¬ 
nowned  Dr.  Price,  who  so  piously  pro¬ 
nounced  the  “Nunc  Diriiittis,”  upon  the 
happy  prospect  which  the  murder  of  the 
king,  and  the  horrid  tragedy  of  the  French 
revolution  opened  to  him,  we  have  had  no¬ 
thing  like  the  sermons  of  Dr.  McLeod.  It 
is  hy  no  means  my  intention,  at  present, 
fully  <0  notice  all  that  the  doctor  has  said; 
It  would  be  almost  impossible  to  answer,  by 
candid  reasoning,  such  bold,  Unfounded 
assertions,  such  rash  conclusions  from  pre¬ 
mises  that  cannot  justify  them ;  such  ex¬ 
pressions  of  rancour,  proceeding  only  fromi 
the  blindest  prejudice  and  hate.  Nor  is  it 
iny  intention  to  vindicate  the  abuses  tliaj 
really  exist  in  the  British  government.  But 
does  Doctor  M*Leod  suppose,  that  any  go¬ 
vernment  ever  yet  existed,  or  can  exist,  in 
the  present  imperfect  state  of  human  nature, 
without  abuses  ?  Does  he  not  believe  that 
imperfection  is  stamped  ufion  every  thing 
in  which  sinful  man  is  concerned  ?  Doei 
he  really  believe  himself  competent,  justly 
to  estimate  the  various  and  multiplied  fea¬ 
tures  of  that  very  complex  government. 
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and  pronounce,  co^ccUy,  tipott  its  virtues 
an<l  dtrecis  ?  Does  he  feel  himself  com¬ 
petent  to  decide  with  such  certainty,  upon 
subjects,  concerning  which  the  greatest  and 
wisest  statesmen  that  ever  lived,  have  dif¬ 
fered  ?  Is  he  prepared  to  prove  to  the  sa¬ 
tisfaction  of  a  man,  who  has  read  a  great 
ileal  to  the  contrary,  that  the  constitution 
of  that  country  is  radically  bad  for  that 
country?  That  the  Church  of  England, 
as  by  law  established,  partakes  largely  of 
the  papal  corruption,  and  that  her  creeds 
and  articles,  dictated  by  kings,  and  given 
to  hireling  ministers  to  enforce,  (for  in  such 
style  he  speaks  of  the  pure  evangelical  ar¬ 
ticles  of  that  church,)  are  contrary  to  sound 
doctrine,  and  to  the  Christian  faith  ?  For 
myself,  Mr.  Editor,  I  am  really  attached 
to  the  constitution  of  my  country,  and,  in 
its  main  features,  approv  e  of  it.  But  am  1, 
therefore,  a  bad  man,  unworthy  of  commu¬ 
nion  among  the  saints,  because  I  may  hap¬ 
pen  not  to  think  it  the  best  form  of  govern¬ 
ment,  for  every  other  country  ?  Am  I  a 
fool,  unworthy  of  freedom  myself,  because 
I  think  that  di»Terent  forms  of  government 
may  best  suit  different  nations,  and  that 
there  is  not  always  virtue  and  knowledge 
enough  in  a  country,  or  that  its  circum¬ 
stances  are  such  as  to  disqualify  it  for  being 
a  republic  ?  Does  Doctor  M‘Leod  really 
think,  as  he  suggests,  that  every  real  ser¬ 
vant  of  Jesus  Christ,  in  every  country,  is 
a  genuine  republican  in  his  principles  ?  Are 
the  principles  which  have  extorted  such 
warm  approbation  of  the  British  constitu- 1 
tion,  from  so  many  great  writers  on  govern¬ 
ment,  incom;»atible  with  the  Christian  faith  ? 
Are  there  no  real  Christians  in  that  country, 
who  are  attached  to  it  with  as  warm  a  zeal, 
as  that  with  which  the  doctor  has  ojiposed 
it,  and  who  have  as  warmly  and  as  consci- 
etitiously  advocated  the  \var  on  their  part, 
as  being  both  just  and  necessary  ?  Really, 
to  ask  no  more  questions,  a  mind  that  could 
thus  “n/sh  in  where  would  ^\fear 

to  tread^  must  be  made  up  of  uncommon 
prejudice  and  presumption;  and,  be  but 
little  acquainted  with  the  subject  it  discuss¬ 
es.

of  instances,  the  temptations  of  the  camp 
are  more  seductive  and  powerful  than  those 
of  any  other  situation  of  life ;  and  that 
these  temptations,  at  the  first,  pro<luce  that 
state  of  insensibility  and  desulness  to  reli¬ 
gion,  which  too  often  adhere,  through  life, 
to  the  character  of  the  soldier ! 

There  is  another  thing  in  these  sermons 
which  1  wish  .to  notice..  It  is  the  unfa¬ 
vourable  view  which  the  doctor  has  given 
of  the  subjects  of  episcopacy.  It  is  not 
that  he  has  considered  the  church  of  En¬ 
gland  as  connected  with  the  state,  and 
pointed  out  defects  which  he  supposes  re¬ 
sult  from  such  connection,  that  1  object  to, 
but  the  impression  which  many  of  his 
readers  are  likely  to  receive,  with  regard 
to  episcopacy,  from  reading  the  doctor’s 
book ;  that  is,  not  that  it  is  a  source  of 
oorruption  from  its  union  with  the  state, 
but  that  this  form  of  church  government 
is  in  itself  a  corruption  of  the  church  of 
Rome,  and  inconsistent  with  the  pure  sfd- 
rit  of  Christianity.  By  such  a  treatment  of 
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the  subject,  this  form  of  ecclesiastical  go¬ 
vernment  suffers,  in  this  country,  where  it 
is  supported  without  the  local  connection 
wiiU  tny  civil  power  on  earth — suffers  at 
least  as  far  as  the  doctors  influence  ex¬ 
tends,  with  minds  who  are  capable  of  dis¬ 
criminating,  (a  proper  distinction  will  be 
made)  and  such  will  perceive  that  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  any  form  of  church  govern¬ 
ment,  connected  with  the  state,  wouhl  be 
liable  to  the  same  abuse.  But  will  this 
distinction  be  made  by  all  ?  Certainly  not. 
Hundreds  of  that  class,  among  whom  this 
book  will  be  popular,  will  consider  all  the 
errors  and  altuses,  which  the  doctor  teUs 
them  arise  from  the  connection  of  church 
and  state  in  Great-Britain,  as  belonging  to 
episcopacy,  considered  in  the  abstract.  It 
is  not  iny  intention,  through  your  paper,  to 
ur.flertake  a  defence  of  this  im|K)rtant  sub¬ 
ject;  it  would  be  improper  that  a  newspa¬ 
per  should  enter  into  theological  controver¬ 
sy.  But,  I  woidd  ask  the  doctor,  whether 
such  a  proceeding  would  be  honourable 
and  just  ?  Whether  it  did  not  behove  him, 
as  a  liberal  Christian,  to  point  out  this  dis¬ 
tinction,  and  tell  his  hearers  that  any  other 
form  of  church  government  was  liable  to 
the  same  abuse,  if  connected  in  the  same 
way— or,  if  he  meant  to  make  an  attack  up¬ 
on  prelacy,  why  not  come  forward  boldly 
and  openly  ;  he  would  then  have  been  an- 
sweretl,  and  the  bane  and  antidote  would 
both  have  l)eeii  before  the  public.  Is  the 
doctor  ignorant  that  this  subject  has  lieen 
fully  and  amply  discussed  by  the  ablest 
champions  on  l)oih  sides  of  the  question  ? 
And  tloes  lie  not  know,  whether  it  be  an 
errour  or  not,  that  it  existed  in  the  church, 
existed  universally,  long  before  popery 
was  known  ?  Does  he  not  know,  that  some 
of  the  ablest  opponents  of  the  subject  ad¬ 
mit,  fliat  diocesan  episcopacy  existed  in  the 
church  almost  in  the  age  of  the  Apostles? 
A  great  deal  more  could  be  said — but  this 
is  not  the  place.  The  doctor  certainly 
does  not  believe,  that  every  man,  who  sup¬ 
ports  this  form  of  church  government,  can¬ 
not  the'^efore  be  a  real  Christian!*  What  then 
will  he  say  of  that  mighty  engine  of  good, 
th*-  ’’ritisli  and  Foreign  Bible  Society, 
which  he  compliments  so  much,  the  majori¬ 
ty  of  whose  members  are  bisho{>s,  and  those 
”who  support  them  ?  I  feel  hurt,  Mr.  Edi¬ 
tor,  at  any  such  low  attempt  to  injure  a 
cause  which  I  deem  so  important  and  sa¬ 
cred.  If  the  doctor  does  not  believe  in 
prelacy,  he  has  a  right  to  bis  (^iniODi  be 


has  a  right,  also,  in  a  proper  manner,  to  ex** 
press  and  support  that  opinion — but  it  is  the 
furthest  remove  from  candour,  that  he 
should  attempt  to  father  upon  this  institu-. 
tion,  which  existed  so  long  before  the  Bri¬ 
tish  constitution,  which  exists  in  this  coun¬ 
try  and  in  others,  u{>oa  its  own  independent 
basis,  the  corruptions  and  crimes  which  he. 
says  result  from  its  connexion  with  the  ci¬ 
vil  |K)wer. 

1  am  one  of  those,  who  believe  it  impro^ 
(»er  that  any  form  of  religion  should  become 
the  established  religion  of  a  state ;  but  i 
hold  this  opinion  with  caution  and  defer¬ 
ence.  1  know,  that  ufion  a  su^ject  so  great 
lind  complex,  more  knowledge  and  greater 
abilities  than  1  possess,  are  requisite  to  de¬ 
cide  correctly.  If,  however,  I  understand 
the  temper  of  the  doctor,  and  the  princi¬ 
ples  he  has  ado|>:ed,  1  should  believe,  that 
if  he  had  it  in  his  power,  he  would  soon 
make  his  own,  the  established  religion,  and 
guard  it  with  the  most  rigorom,  the  most 
p^secuting  intolerance.  S.

Clintonian  Meeting. — Having  attended  the 
meeting  called  by  the  friends  of  Mr,  Clinton 
on  Friday  evenhig  last,  at  Dooly's  I^ong  Room, 
I  take  the  liberty  tp  send  you  a  hasty  sketch  of 
the  proceedings. 

It  will  be  observed,  that  the  object  of  this 
meeting  was,  to  call  together  the  friends  of 
Clinton^  for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  conside- 
ration  the  motives  which  actuated  the  present 
'  Council  pf  Appointment,  and  the  views  of  Mr. 
Clinton's  political  opponents,  in  removing  him 
from  the  office  of  Mayor,  and  for  taking  such 
further  steps  as  the  meeting  might  choose. to 
adopt. 

•  The  meeting  was  very  numerous ;  being  eom- 
pp^ed  pf  QPt  Ipss  than  seven  or  eight'  huodred 


citizens,  and  these,  with  but  few  exceptions, 
highly  respectable  ;  certainly,  the  most  respect¬ 
able  of  the  democratic  party,  of  this  city,  at¬ 
tended.  The  exceptions  were  a  ft  w  of  the  most 
blood-thirsty  Matlisuiiians,  whose  notoriety  iq 
j  society  arises  only  from  the  noise  they  general- 
I  ly  make ;  and  w  ho  attended  for  the  express 
purpose  of  creating  confusion.  But  their  num¬ 
bers  and  appearance  were  so  contemptible,  that 
they  were  unable  to  cITect  their  object.  Only 
one  individual  was  at  all  vocilerous,  and  he  was 
a  largc-noseM  Irishman,  who  kept  bawling 
**  Sixth  R'ard  !  Sixth  H’ard  I"  but  after  receiv¬ 
ing  a  little  friendly  advice  from  Mr.  Dennis 
Doyle,  a  true  Irishman  and  a  true  friend  oi'  Mr. 
Clinton,  the  fellow  sneaked  away,  without  any 
^  further  disturbance. 

The  business  was  opened  by  a  speech  from 
[  George  ICilson,  Esq^»  in  the  course  of  which  he 
I  entered  into  a  very  interesting  argument  re¬ 
specting  the  republican  party,  reviewing  the 
conduct  and  standing  of  the  leading  men  in  the 
democratic  ranks,  from  the  ascension  of  Mr. 
Jefferson  to  the  present  day.  He  spoke  much 
of  the  merits  of  Mt.  t~’linton  ;  of  his  eminent 
services  to  the  republican  cause ;  of  his  tried 
virtue,  integrity  and  talents;  of  his  exertions 
to  serve  his  country  at  all  times  ;  and  particu- 
I  larly  in  the  hour  of  danger,  as  evinced  in  ins 
I  late  exertions  to  place  the  city  of  New-York, 

I  in  a  respectable  state  of  defence,  which  had 
I  been  neglected  by  the  general  government ;  of 
I  his  impartiality  in  the  administratiou  of  the  of- 
flee  of  Mayor,  and  of  his  high  standing  and  ex¬ 
alted  dignity.  Mr.  Wilson  also  descanted  on 
the  merits  of  the  venerable  George  Clinton,  the 
patriot,  soldier,  and  statesman  ;  and  on  the  at¬ 
tempts  of  a  certain  faction  to  destroy  the  cha¬ 
racter  of  this  distinguished  man,  and  on  the 
baseness  of  this  same  faction,  who  were  hunt¬ 
ing  down,  he  said,  every  good  and  virtuous  man 
in  the  state,  thatjdared  to  exercise  independ¬ 
ence  of  opinion,  and  pursue  an  bonoiuable 
course.  He  warned  his  fellow  citizens  to  bew  are 
of  these  men,  who  were,  breaking  down  the  re¬ 
publican  party,  and  pursuing  measures  which 
would  inevitably  lead  to  ruin;  he  told  the  peo¬ 
ple  to  beware  of  these  innovations  upon  their 
rights  and  liberties  ;  innovations,  he  said,  which 
if  not  resisted  by  a  determined  spirit,  would  end 
in  anarchy,  and  in  the  utter  destruction  of  all 
those  .sacred  rights  which  were  dear  to  them  as 
freemen. 

Mr.  Wilson's  speech  was  well  received  by 
the  meeting.  They  repeatedly  cheered  him, 
while  speaking,  and  when  he  finished,  they  made 
the  room  ring  with  three  times  three,  enthusi¬ 
astically  reiterated.  During  the  speech,  1  no¬ 
ticed  some  of  the  Madisonian  fares  ;  and  real¬ 
ly,  more  than  once,  they  “  grinn’d  horribly  a 
ghastiv  smile.”  But  although  they  manifested 
no  little  uneasiness,  and  now  and  then  exhibit¬ 
ed  iheir  teeth,  yet  they  knew  if  they  attempted 
to  hite,  tite  true  sons  of  St.  Patrick,  who  kept 
an  eye  upon  them,  would  make  them  dance  out 
t^f  the  dp#r  to  the  tune  of  “  TidRe  ap^ 
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lijerofore  bore  Uic  scourge  with  becoming  forti¬ 
tude. 

After  Mr,  fFilsoTi^s  speech,  the  resolutions 
were  read  ant)  adopted,  almost  unanimously,  a 
faint  and  cheerless  no,  or  two,  was  groaned 
forth ;  but  an  ignis  fatuus  might  as  well  be 
traced  as  the  being  discovered  from  whom  it 
proceeded.  ' 

Tlie  resolutions  being  carried,  Pierre  C.  Van 
WycK  f^sq.  mounted  the  rostrum.  He  confined 
himself  clo«ely  to  the  conduct  of  the  contempt¬ 
ible  faction^*'  as  he  calletl  it,  in  this  city,  which 
had  undertaken  to  manage,  not  only  the  affairs 
of  this  state)  but  of  the  union  ;  he  spoke  of  the 
eminent  services  of  Mr.  Clinton^  to  the  republi¬ 
can  party  ;  of  bis  virtues  and  high  standing;  he 
took  a  view’  of  the  dictatorial  club,  who  sat  like 
an  vicubuSn  at  Tammany  Hall,  denouncing  every 
man,  who  did  not  unite  with  them  in  their  vio¬ 
lent  and  anti-republican  meaisures ;  declared  his 
full  conviction  of  the  necessity  of  all  honest  men 
uniting,  and  overthrowing  this  dangerous  com¬ 
bination,  which  threatened  the  dhest  mischiefs 
to  the  republic.  He  spoke  of  the  horrid  per- 
.  sedition  of  every  man  of  virtue  and  indepen-

Sib, — The  commanding  genera]  having  seen  » 
publication  which  issued  from  your  press  to  day, 
stating  that  a  “  Flag  had  just  arrived  from  Ad¬ 
miral  Cochrane  to  Gen.  Jackson,  officially  anr 
noiincing  the  conclusion  of  peace  at  Ghent,  be¬ 
tween  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain,  and 
virtually  requesting  a  suspeiision  of  arms,"  re¬ 
quires  that  you  will  hasten  to  remove  any  im¬ 
proper  impression  which  so  unauthorised  and  in¬ 
correct  a  statement  may  have  made. 

No  request,  either  direct  or  virtual  had  been 
made  to  him  by  the  commander  of  either  the 
land  or  naval  forces  of  Great  Britain  for  a  sus¬ 
pension  of  arms. 

The  letter  of  “  Bathurst  to  the  Lord  3Iayor*' 
which  furnishes  the  only  official  information  tha^ 
has  been  communicated,  will  not  allow  the  supr 
position  that  a  suspension  of  hostilities  is  meant 
or  expected,  until  the  treaty  signed  by  the  res¬ 
pective  commissioners  shall  have  received  the 
ratification  of  the  prince  regent  and  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States. 

A  copy  of  that  letter  had  been  some  days 
before,  brought  by  Mr.  Livingston  from  the 
English  heet  and  published  in  this  city. 

The  commanding  general  again  calls  upon  his 
fellow  citizens  and  soldiers  to  recoHect  that  it 
is  yet  uncertain  whether  the  articles  which  have 
been  signed  at  Ghent,  for  the  ve-establishment 
of  peace,  will  be  approved  by  those,  whose  ap¬ 
probation  is  given  and  properly  announced,  he 
would  be  wanting  to  the  important  interests 
which  have  been  confided  to  his  protection,  if  he 
permitted  auy  relaxation  in  the  army  under  hiz 
cooupand. 
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How  disgraceful  as  well  as  disastrous  would  it 
be,  if  by  surrendering  ourselves  credulously  and 
weakly  to  news-paper  publications — often  pro¬ 
ceeding  from  ignorance,'  but  more  frequently 
from  dishonest  design — we  permitted  an  enemy 
whom  we  have  so'  gloriously  beaten,  to  regain 
the  advantages  be  has  lost  and  to  triumph  over 
us  in  turn ! ! 

The  general  order  issued  on  the  19th  inst.  ex¬ 
presses  the  feelings,  the  views  and  the  hopes 
which  the  commanding  general  still  entertains.

Pound  on  board  the  British  schooner  St.  Law¬ 
rence,  captured  by  the  American  privateer 
Chasseur,  of  Baltimore.  The  St.  Lawrence  was 
bound  to  New-Oricans  from  CumlMTlaud  Island. 

f*rom  Colonel  "^Talromfo  Rear  Admiral  Makom^ 
'  '  Cumherland  Island,  5th  February,  1815. 

^‘I  received  your  letter  of  the  5th  ult.  It  is 
frritteu  before  your  last  attack  on  the  place,  but 
I  most  sincerely  hope  you  will  ultimately  suc¬ 
ceed.  From  all  accounts  New  Orleans  is  very 
strong — the  enemy  will  have  gained  a  great 
’confidence  in  themselves  from  their  success — 
what  a  disappointment  it  will  be  in  England 
should  you  fail.  The  chance  of  failure  has  not 
been  calculated  on,  and  from  the  force  employ¬ 
ed,  it  has  been  made  too  sure  from  the  first.  I 
have  no  opinion  of  either  the  Indians  or  Black 
new  raised  corps;  the  former,  in  this  country, 
carry  on  a  most  furious  war ;  murder  and  deso¬ 
lation  mark  their  track ;  there  is  no  hope  but 
IJying  or  resistance  to  the  last  moment  of  life  : 
Tthis  is  what  every  one  says  of  the  Florida  In¬ 
dians,  of  course  inhabitants  of  all  descriptions 
would  fear  to  come  near  you.  ’  There  is  a  re¬ 
port  here  that  neither  the  21st  or  44th  Regi¬ 
ments  behaved  well,  but  as  a  report  I  treat  it. 
I  should  be  sorry  to  hear  that  two  British  regi¬ 
ments  shirred  in  an  attack.”!

“  1  came  here  just  too  days  too  late  to  share 
in  the  good  things  going  on.  Old  Somerville 
was  senior,  and  ordered  the  attack  on  St.  Mary’s, 
which  Barrie  executed.  The  prize-money  will  be 
about  thirty  thousand  pounds,  not  snore.  Had 
our  force  been  sufficient,  the  next  movement 
would  have  been  against  Savannah,  but  not 
mustering  above  a  tliousand  bayonets,  we  are 
content  to  keep  piossessidn  of  this  Island,  which 
we  are  placing  in  a  state  of  defence.  Our  ope¬ 
rations  will,  I  suppose,  be  shortly  put  a  stop  to 
by  our  friend  Jemmy  Madison,  as  peace  or  war 
now  depends  on  him-^the  commissioners  at 
Ghent  having  signed,  and  the  Prince  Regent  rati- 
I  fied,  the  terms  of  a  peace,  and  hostilities  will 
cease  so  soon  as  he’  does  the  same.  ’  We  hope  in 
the  mean  time,  better  luck  will  attend  you  at 
New-Orleans  than  has  hitherto  done,  and  that 
you  will  have  time  to  give  General  Jackson  a 
trimming.”

”  1  hope  this  will  reach  headquarters  in  time 
for  the  St.  Lawrence  who  sails  immediately  for 
your  part  of  the  world  with  the  news  of  peace 
bfi'ng  concluded  with  this  country,  but  of  which 
I  should  think  you  will  receive  earlier  intelli¬ 
gence  direct  from  England.  We  are  in  daily 
expectation  of  a  Hag  of  truce  to  inform  us  of  Mr. 
Madiron’s  having  ratified  the  treaty;  on  bis  do¬ 
ing  which,  hostilities  will  immediately  cease.  1 
confess  myself  by  no  means  sorry  for  this  event. 
I  think  we  have  bad  quite  enough  of  war  for 
some  years  to  come,  although  I  should  have 
wished  we  had  made  the  Yankees  more  sensible 
of  our  pow'cr  and  ability  to  punish  them  should 
they  again  provoke  us.  As  it  is,  except  the  in^ 
jury  done  to  their  trade  we  have  little  to  boast  of. 
We  are  all  very  much  grieved  to  learn  the  dis¬ 
asters  in  your  quarter.  Our  loss  seems  to  have 
been  immense  ;  and  from  the  reports  w'e  pick 
up,  one  is  led  to  believe  there  was  not  much 
prospect  of  success  at  the  commencement  of  the 
attack.  We  are  most  particularly  untbrtnnate 
in  onr  general  officers  on  all  occasions.  1  am 
afraid  General  Power,  *  and  the  regiment  with 
him,  will  not  be  with  you  in  time  to  render  any 
service.  He  was  at  Bermuda  on  the  24th  ult. 
at  which  period  the  Statira  bad  not  arrived. 

I  came  here  six  Weeks  agb,  and  found  St.  Ma¬ 
ry’s  had  been  taken  two  days  before  my  arrival, 
which  of  course  cuts  me  out  of  what  is  captur¬ 
ed.'  Barrie  commanded  the  party  landed  ;  old 
Somerville  was  senior  officer,  the  admiral  hav¬

'  W.  gales  on  bis  way  from  the  Chesapeake.  It 
was  at  first  supposed,  as  is  usual  on  all  these  oc¬ 
casions,  that  a  great  deal  of  money  could  be 
made ;  but  if  they  clear  thirty  thousand  pounds-,' 
;  it  will  be  as  much  as  they  will  do," 
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From  Admihral  Cockbum,  to  Captain  Evans,  da¬ 
ted^  keadquarters,  Cumberland  Island,  lUh 
February,  1815. 

“  No'  General,  ho»vever,  as  you  now  know  has 
come  here.  You  have  had  them  all  your  wav, 
and  though  1  have  learnt  by  a  few  hasty  lines 
the  unfortunate  result  of  your  first  endeavours 
against  New-Orleans,  yet  excepting  as  far  as  re¬ 
lates  to  the  poor  Generals  and  to  the  gross  num¬ 
bers  you  lost  !  know  no  particulars,  not  even 
which  of  my  many  friends  amongst  you  are  dead 
or  alive,  or  which  have  broken  bones  or  whole 
skins.  I  trust  however,  it  will  prove  that  you 
aie  ajDOOzst  the  latter,  and  1  hope  you  will,  when 
at  leisure,  favour  me  with  a  detailed  account  of 
all  that  has  passed  in  your  neighbourhood. 

We  have  been  more  fortunate  here  in  our 
small  7vay,  We  have  taken  St.  Mary’s  a  tolera- 
,bl^  place,  and  with  little  loss  have  ra<uiagefl 
to  do  much  damage  to  the  enemy,  and  we  are 
now  in  tolerable  security  upon  a  large  fertile  Is- 
Lind  ill  Georgia,  though  an  ugly  account  qf  peace 
being  signed  (the  particulars  of  which  I  have  sent 
to  Sir  Alexander  Cochrane)  seems  to  promise  a 
/ipeedy  dismissal  to  us  from  this  coast.”

From  J.  Gallon,  to  J.  O'Rtely,  Esquire,  on  board

berland  Island,  9th  February,  1815. 

”  We  have  had  fine  fun  since  I  saw  you,  what 
with  the  Elafipahannock  and  various  other 
places,  we  have  contrived  to  pick  up  a  few  tri¬ 
lling  things  such  as  Mahogany  Tables,  Chests  of 
drawers,  &c. 

From  John  Miller,  to  Mr.  Thomas  Miller,  75 
Old  Gravel  Lane,  St.  Georges,  East  London. 
H.  M,  ship  Lacedemonian,  off  land,  Feb.  \2th. 
1815. 

“  We  have  lately  been  employed  with  the 
squadron  under  Aflrniral  CocklHirn  and  have  ta- 
kci>  Cumberlaml  Island,  and  the  town  of  St.  Ma¬ 
ry’s  from  the  Yankees.  Our  troops  and  sailors, 
behaved  very  well,  part  of  the  black  regiment 
.employed  on  this  service  acted  w  ith  great  gal¬ 
lantry.  Blacky  had  no  idea  of  giving  quarters  ; 
and  it  was  with  difficulty*  the  officers  prevented 
their  putting  the  prisoners  to  death.  The  Yan¬ 
kee  riflemen  fired  at  our  men  in  ambush.  Blacky, 
on  the  impulse  of  the  moment,  left  the  ranks 
and  pursued  them  in  the  woods,  fighting  like  he¬ 
roes.  A  poor  Yankee  disarmed,  begged  for 
mercy.  Blacky  replied,  “  he  no  come  in  bush 
for  mercy,”  and  immediately  shot  him  dead  ! !” 

From  J.  R.  Glover,  to  Captain  IFestful,  of  the 
Anaconda.  Headquarters,  Cumberland  Is¬ 
land,  Isf  February,  1815. 

“  We  have  established  our  head  quarters  here, 
after  ransacking  St.  Mary’s,  from  which  we 
brought  property  to  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand 


pounds,  and  had  we  two  thousand  troops,  we 
might  yet  collect  a  good  harvest  before  peace 
takes  place.  My  forebodings  will  not  allow  me 
to  anticipate  either  honour  or  profit  to  the  expe¬ 
dition,  of  which  you  form  a  part,  and  I  much 
fear  the  contrary,  yet  most  fervently  do  1  hope 
my  forebo<lings  may  prove  groundless.  The  Ad¬ 
miral  (Cockburn)  is  as  active  as  ever,  and  sue?- 
cess  in  general  'attends  his  undertakings.’ 

From  Captain  Napier  of  the  Euryalus  frigate  to 
Captain  Gordon,  of  the  Sea  Horse.  Off  Cape 
Henry,  January  24/A,  1815. 

”  Here  1  am  in  Lynnhaven  bay,  the  clippers 
sailing  every  day  and  losing  them  tor  want  of 
fast  sailers.  All  oiir  prizes  are  well  disposed  of. 
I  have  had  a  good  deal  to  do  with  them,  and  not 
many  thanks  as  you  may  suppose  from  the 
agents  I  have  petitioned  the  prince  regent  in 
behalf  of  the  wbole^ofus,  for  a  good  slice  of  prize 
money,  and  I  hope  to  succeed,  you  I  suppose 
w  ill  not  be  displeased  at  it — Excuse  my  hasty 
scrawl,  I  am  in  a  d — d  bad  humour,  having  juit 
!  returned  from  an  unsuccessful  chase.” 


A  PROCLAMATION. 

By  his  Excellency  Sir  George  Prevost.  BaroneU 
&c.  &c. 

Whereas  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God  to  put 
an  end  to  the  war  with  the  IT.  States  of  Ameri¬ 
ca,  in  which  his  majesty  has  been  called  upon  to 
defend  his  dominions,  to  maintain  the  honour  of 
bis  crown  and  the  just  rights  of  his  subjects.-7- 
And  whereas  this  his  majesty’s  Province  of  Low¬ 
er  Canada  has  been  throughout  the  sanguinary 
contest,  highly  favoured  and  protected ;  and  in¬ 
asmuch  as  such  signal  benefits  and  mercies,  now 
increased  by  the  restoration  of  the  hicsings  of 
peace,  call  for  public  and  solemn  acknowledg¬ 
ments  to  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  Universe. 

I  have  thought  fit,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  his 
majesty’s  executive  council  of  the  Province,  to 
issue  this  proclamation,  hereby  appointing  and 
commanding  that  a  general  thanksgiving  to  Al¬ 
mighty  God,  for  these  his  mercies  be  observed 
throughout  this  his  majesty’s  Province  of  Low¬ 
er  Canada,  ou  Thursday  the  6/A  day  (f  April 
next. 

And  I  do  hereby  strictly  charge  and  command, 
that  the  said  public  day  of  thanksgiving  be  re¬ 
ligiously  observed  by  all  his  majesty’s  loving 
subjects  in  this  his  province  of  Lower  Canada, 
as  they  hope  for  Uie  further  protection  of  tb« 
Almighty  God,  and  upon  pain  of  suffering  such 
punishment  as  may  be  justly  inflicted  upon  all 
who  shall  contemn  or  neglect  the  same. 

Given  under  my  hand  and  seal  at  arms,  at  the 
Castle  of  Saint  Lewis,  in  the  city  of  Quebec, 
in  the  said  Province  of  Lower  Canada,  this 
nintli  day  of  March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  and 
in  the  fifty-fifth  year  of  his  majesty’s  reign.

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FURNITURE  TAX. 

AN  ACT 

TTo  provide  additional  revenues  for  defraying  the 
ej{)en.ses  of  government,  and  maintaining  the 
public  credit,  by  laying  duties  on  household 
furniture,  and  on  gold  and  silver  watches. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Soiafe  and  Home  of  Re¬ 
presentatives  of'  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled^  That  there  shall  be  and 
hereby  is  imposed  an  annual  duty  on  all  house- 
hold  furniture  kept  tor  use,  the  value  of  which, 
io  any  one  family,  with  the  exception  of  beds, 
bedding,  kitchen  furniture,  tamily  pictures,  and 
articles  made  in  the  tamily  from  domestic  ma¬ 
terials,  shall  exceed  two  hundred  dollars  in  mo¬ 
ney,  according  to  the  following  scale  : 

If  not  exceeding  four  hund^red  dollars,  one 
dollar. 

If  above  four  hundred  and  not  exceeding  six 
hundred  dollars,  onedollai  and  fifty  cents. 

If  above  six  hundred  and  not  excelling  one 
thousand  dollars,  three  dollars. 

If  above  one  thousand  and  not  exceeding  fif¬ 
teen  hundred  dollars,  six  dollars. 

If  above  fifteen  hundred  and  not  exceeding 
two  thousand  dollars,  ten  dollars. 

If  above  two  thousaud  and  not  exceeding 
three  thousand  dollars,  seventeen  dollars. 

If  above  Uiree  thousand  and  not  exceeding 
four  thousand  dollars,  twenty  eight  dollars. 

If  above  four  thousand  and  not  exceeding  six 
thousand  dollars,  forty  five  dollars. 

If  above  six  thousand  and  not  exceeding  nine 
thousand  dollars,  seventy  five  dollars. 

If  a!)ove  nine  thousand  dollars,  one  hundred 
‘dollars  :  which  duty  shall  be  paid  by  the  own- 
«r  of  the  said  househoKl  ihrnituro. 

That  there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  likewise 
imposed  an  annual  duty  of  two  dollars  on  every 
gold  watch  kept  for  use,  and  one  dollar  on  ev¬ 
ery  silver  watch  kept  for  use,  which  duty  shall 
be  paid  by  the  owner  thereof. 

Sec.  2*  Ajid  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when¬ 
ever  lists  of  property  shall  hereal’ter  be  taken  in 
any  colled  ion  district,  under  a  general  assess¬ 
ment  therein,  by  the  assistant  assessors,  as  re- 
<|nired  by  the  Act  for  Ute  assessment  and  col¬ 
lection  of  direct  taxes  and  internal  duties,” 
passed  July  the  22d,  one  thousand  eight  hun¬ 
dred  and  thirteen,  or  by  any  other  act,  passed 
or  to  he  passed,  lists  of  the  value  of  the  house¬ 
hold  furniture,  as  classed  by  the  first  section  of 
this  act,  with  the  number  and  description  of 
watches,  within  such  collection  district,  belong¬ 
ing  to  each  person  therein  taxable  as  aforesaid, 
with  the  name  of  the  owner  or  agent,  shall  be 
made  out  in  writing  by  such  person  or  his  agent 
and  d*‘iivcred  to  the  assistant  assessor,  at  the 
.time  of  his  application  therefor,  which  shall  be 
the  same  time  as  that  prescribed  in  the  act  then 
in  .force,  for  the  delivery  of  the  lists  therein 
required  to  be  delivered ;  and  the  said  assistant 
assessor  is  hereby  empowered  ^  and  directed  to 
apply  therefor  at  the  ilwelliiig  of  said  person,  or 
agent,  at  the  same  time. 


Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  ^uy 
person  or  agent,  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  exhibit  a  written  list  when  required, 
and  shall  consent  to  disclose  the  value  of  any 
and  all  the  said  household  furniture,  and  the 
number  of  watches,  as  aforesaid,  in  such  case  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assistant  assessor  to  make 
such  list,  which  being  distinctly  read  and  assen¬ 
ted  to,  shall  be  received  as  the  list  aforesaid,  of 
such  person,  and  be  certified  as  such  by  the  said 
assistant  asse.ssor. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if 
any  such  person  or  agent  shall  deliver  or  dis¬ 
close  to  any  assessor  any  false  or  fraudnlent  list, 
with  intent  to  defeat  or  evade  the  purposes  of 
this  act,  such  person  or  agent  shah  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sura  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  re¬ 
covered  in  any  court  having  competent  jiirisdic* 
tion. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  in 
case  any  person,  whether  owner  or  agent  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  absent  from  his  place  of  resi¬ 
dence  at  the  time  an  assistant  assessor  shall  ap¬ 
ply  to  receive  the  list  of  such  person,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  assessor,  to  leave  at  the  house 
or  place  of  residence  of  such  person,  a  written 
note  or  memorandum,  requiring  him  to  present 
to  such  assessor  the  list  aforesaid,  within  ten 
days  from  the  dale  of  such  note  or  incmcran- 
dnm  ;  and  if  any  person,  on 'being  notified  or  re¬ 
quired  as  aforesaid,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
give  such  list  as  aforesaid,  within  such  time,  it 
shall  lie  the  duty  of  the  said  assessor,  to  make, 
according  to  the  best  information  which  he  can 
obtain,  such  lists',  which  lists  so  made  and  sub¬ 
scribed  by  such  assessor,  shall  be  received  as 
the  lists  aforesaid  of  such  person;  and  the  per¬ 
son  so  failing  or  neglecting,  unless  in  case  of 
sickness  or  absence  from  home,  shall,  moreover, 
forfeitand  pay  Die  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
several  assistant  assessors  in  each  of  the  said 
collection  districts  shall  deliver  the  lists  afore¬ 
said  to  the  principal  assessor,  within  the  time 
prescribed  by  the  thirteenth  section  of  the 
“  Act  for  the  assessment  and  collection  of  di¬ 
rect  taxes  and  internal  duties,”  passed  twenty- 
second  of  July,  eighteen  hnmlred  and  thirteen, 
for  the  delivery  of  the  lists  therein  designated  : 
Provided,  I'hat  if  the  said  time  be  altered  by 
any  act  subsequently  passed,  such  delivery 
shall  be  within  the  time  last  prescribed  there¬ 
for. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
respective  principal  assessors  shall  niake  out, 
according  to  the  lists  received  1‘rora  the  assis¬ 
tant  assessors,  a  general  list  or  lists  of  all  per¬ 
sons  taxable  as  aforesaid,  specifying  the  name 
of  the  owner  or  agent,  the  valuation  of  the 
household  furniture,  witii  the  uuiuber  and  de¬ 
scription  of  the  watches  as  aforesaid,  and  duty 
payable  on  each ;  which  list  or  lists  shall  lie 
made  out  in  alphabetical  order,  for  each  coun¬ 
ty  or  smaller  division  of  a  collection  district, 
as  may  be  directed  by  the  secretary  of  4hc 
treasury. 
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Sec.  8.  ^nd  he  it  further  enacted.  That  each 
of  the  collectors  of  the  direct  taxes  and  inter¬ 
nal  duties,  for  the  collection  districts  aforesaid, 
shall,  within  sixty  days  from  the  day  on  which 
the  principal  assessor  shall  have  received  the 
said  lists  from  the  assistant  assessors,  be  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  principal  assessor  with  one  or 
more  of  the  lists  piepared  in  conformity  with 
the  preceding  section,  by  the  principal  assessor, 
signed  and  certified  by  him.  And  each  collec¬ 
tor,  on  ri'ceiving  a  list  as  aforesaid,  shall  sub¬ 
scribe  three  receipts,  one  of  which  shall  lie 
given  on  a  full  and  correct  copy  of  such  list, 
which  list  and  receipt  shall  remain  with  the 
principal  assessor,  and  be  open  to  the  inspec¬ 
tion  of  any  person  who  may  apply  to  inspect  the 
same  :  and  the  other  two  receipts  shall  be  given 
on  aggregate  statements  of  the  lists  afon  said, 
exhibiting  the  gross  amount  of  eac'h  of  the 
aforesaid  duties,  to  be  collected  in  each  county 
or  state  district,  contained  in  the  collection 
district,  one  of  which  aggregate  statements  and 
receipts  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  commission¬ 
er  of  the  revenue,  and  the  other  to  the  comp¬ 
troller  of  the  treasury. 

Sec.  9.  j4nd  he  it  further  enacted.  That  each 
of  the  said  collectors,  or  his  deputies,  shall, 
within  ten  days  after  receiving  his  list  agreea¬ 
bly  to  the  “  Act  for  the  assessment  and  col¬ 
lection  of  direct  taxes  and  internal  duties,’* 
pas-ed  twenty-second  July,  eighteen  hundred  ainl 
thirteen,  or  agreeably  to  any  act  subsequently 
passed  or.  to  be  passed,  advertise  in  one  news¬ 
paper  printed  in  his  collection  district,  if  any 
there  be,  and  by  notifications  to  be  posted  up 
in  at  least  four  places  in  his  collection  district, 
that  the  said  duties  have  become  due  and  pay¬ 
able,  and  state  the  times  and  places  at  which  he 
or  they  wdll  attend  to  receive  the  same,  which 
shall  bo  within  twenty  days  after  such  notifica¬ 
tion  ;  and  with  respect  to  persons  who  shall  not 
attend,  according  to  {<uch  notifications,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  each  collector  in  person  or  by 
deputy,  to  apply  once  at  their  respective  dwel¬ 
lings  within  such  district,  and  there  demand  the 
duties  payable  by  such  persons,  which  applica¬ 
tion  shall  be  made  within  sixty  days  after  the 
receipt  of  the  said  list  by  the  collector ;  and  if 
the  said  duties  shall  not  be  then  paid,  or  within 
twenty  days  thereafter,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  such  collector  and  his  deputies  to  proceed 
to  collect  the  said  duties,  by  distre.ss  and  sale 
of  the  gooils,  chattels  or  effects  of  the  persons 
delinquent ;  and  in  case  of  such  distress,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  charged  with 
the  collection  to  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  an 
account  of  the  goods  or  chattels  which  may  be 
distiained,  a  copy  of  which,  signed*  by  the  offi¬ 
cer  making  such  distress,  shall  be  left  with  the 
owner  or  possessor  of  such  goods,  chattels,  or 
effects,  or  at  his  dwelling,  with  a  note  of  the 
sum  demanded,  and  the  time  and  place  of  sale  ; 
and  the  said  officer  shall  forthwith  cause  a  no¬ 
tification  to  be  publickly  posted  up  at  two  of 
the  taverns  nearest  to  the  residence  of  the  per¬ 
son  whose  property  shall  be  di.stiaiued,  or  of 


his  agent,  or  at  the  court  hou.se  of  the  same 
county,  if  not  more  than  ten  miles  distant^ 
which  notice  shall  specify  the  articles  distrain¬ 
ed,  and  the  time  and  place  proposed  for  the 
sale  thereof;  which  time  shall  not  be  less  than 
ten  days  from  the  date  of  such  uotification,  and 
the  place  proposed  for  sale  not  more  than  five 
miles  distant  fi-oiu  the  place  of  making  such  dis- 
ti  ess  :  Provided,  That  in  any  case  of  distress  for 
the  payment  of  the  duties  albresaid,  the  goods* 
chattels,  or  effects,  so  distrained,  shall  and  may 
be  restored  to  the  owner  or  possessor,  if,  prior 
to  the  sale  thereof,  payment  or  tender  thereof 
shall  be  made  to  the  proper  officer  charged 
with  the  collection  of  the  full  amount  demand¬ 
ed,  together  with  such  fee  for  levying,  and  such 
sum  lor  the  necessary  and  reasonable  expenses 
of  removing  and  keeping  the  goods,  chattels, 
or  effects,  so  distrained,  as  may  be  allowed  in 
like  cases  by  the  laws  or  practice  of  the  state  or 
territory  wherein  the  distress  shall  have  been 
made  ;  but  in  case  of  non-payment  or  tender  as 
aforesaid,  the  said  officer  shall  proceed  to  sell 
the  said  goods,  chattels,  or  effects,  at  public 
auction,  and  shall  and  may  retain  from  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  of  such  .sales,  the  amount  demandable  for 
the  use  of  the  United  States,  with  the  necessary 
and  reasonable  expenses  of  distress  and  sale,  at 
a  commission  of  five  per  centum  thereon  for  his 
own  use,  rendering  the  overplus,  if  any  there 
be,  to  the  person  whose  goorls,  chattels  or  ef¬ 
fects.  shall  have  been  distrained,  or  to  his  agent. 
Provided,  That  it  shall  not  .be  lawful  to  make 
distress  of  the  tools  or  implements  of  a  trade 
or  profession,  beasts  of  the  plough  necessary 
for  the  cultivation  of  improved  lauds,  arms,  of 
apparel  necesary  for  a  family. 

Sec.  10.  j^lnd  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  every  owner,  or  his  agent, 
of  household  furniture,  or  watches  as  aforesaid, 
within  a  collection  district  of  any  state  in  which 
said  cplleclion  district  lists  of  pro[H'rty  shall 
not,  under  a  general  assessment  therein,  have 
been  directed  by  law*  to  be  taken  previously  to 
the  month  of  February  in  any  year,  by  the  as¬ 
sistant  assessors  confirms bly  to  the  act  entitled 
“  an  act  for  the  assessment  and  collection  of 
direct  taxes  and  internal  duties,”  passed 
twenty-second  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hun¬ 
dred  and  thirteen,  or  to  any  act  subsequently 
passed,  to  transmit  during  the  said  month  of 
Febniary  in  'jaid  year,  to  the  principal  assessor 
of  the  said  collection  district,  a  list  in  writing 
stating  the  value  of  the  said  boiisehoW  furni¬ 
ture,  with  the  niiml>er  anddoscription  of  watch¬ 
es,  owned  or  possessed  by  such  person ;  on  fai¬ 
lure  to  do  which,  every  such  person,  wbetbev 
owner  or  agent,  shall  Ibrfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars.  Ami  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  principal  assessor  to  cause  a  written  or 
printed  notice  to  be  left  previous  to  the  said 
month,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifteen,  at  every  inhabited  house  within  tlie 
collection  district,  requiring  every  person  to 
make  out  and  render  the  lists  annually  as  afore¬ 
said.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  principal 
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assessor,  every  year,  within  sixty  days  after  the 
expiration  of  the  said  month,  to  make  out,  and 
deliver  to  (he  collector,  lists  ip  the  manner  pre¬

That  instead  of  the  receipt  of  the  collector,  to 
the  lists  received  from  the  principal  assessor, 
the  collector  shall  affix  thereto  a  certificate,  that 
the  same  Is  correct,  and  shall  lodge  with  the 
marshal  for  the  district,  the  copy  of  the  general 
list,  which  would  otherwise  have  remained  with 
the  principal  assessor,  which  list  shall  remain 
vith  the  marshal,  and  be  open  to  the  inspection 
of  any  person  who  may  apply  to  inspect  the 
same,  ^nd  provided,  That  tlie  times  for  pay¬

July,  1814. 

The  glorious  title  of  Catholics,  which 
distinguishes .  the  Kings  of  Spain  from  all 
other  Christian  princes,  and  which  they 
have  acquired  by  not  tolerating  in  thei» 
kingdom,  any  other  than  the  Catholic 
Apostolic  Roman  religion,  has  strongly 
impressed  my  mind,  with  the  duty  of  em¬ 
ploying  all  the  means  which  the  Almighty 
has  put  at  my  disposal,  to  deserve  it  for  my¬ 
self.  .  • 

The  war  and  its  consequent  troubles, 
which*  afflicted  for  six  years  the  provinces  of 
my  kingdom ;  the  occupation  of  them  by  i 
foreign  troops  of  different  sects,  who  were 
almost  all  infected  with  hi»tred  and  abhor¬ 
rence  of  the  Catholic  religion,  and  the  dis- 1 
orders  consequent  upon  these  evils,  added 
to  the  little  care  which  has  been  paid  in 
former  times  to  the  instruction  of  my  sub¬ 
jects  in  the  true  principles  of  our  holy  reli¬ 
gion,  have  given  an  opportunity  to  the  ill 
disposed,  to  live  with  unbounded  license, 
and  to  introduce  into  our  kingdom  the  per¬ 
nicious  opinions,  which  have  been  propaga¬ 
ted  by  similar  means  in  other  countries. — 
Desirous,  therefore,  to  remedy  evils  of  so 
serious  a  nature,  and  to  preserve  in  my  do¬ 
minions  the  holy  religion  of  Jesus  Christ, 
which  my  subjects  love,  and  in  which  they 
have  lived  happy  ;  and  being  also  hounfl  by 
the  oath  administered  according  to  the  fun 
dameiital  laws  of  the  kingdom,  to  the  prince 
who  governs  it ;  I  have,  therefore,  thought 
proper  to  permit  the  exercise  of  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  tribunal  of  the  holy  office, 
and  ^t  having:  been  represented  to  me  t»y 
wise  gnd  virtuous  prelates,  and  other  bodies 
ecclesiastic  and  secular;  that  this  institution 
had  preserved  Spain  in  the  16th  century  .  I 
from  the  errors  which  bad  caused  so  much  I 
disturbance  in  otlier  kingdoihs,  and  enabled  I

her  to  flourish  even  in  those  times,  and  to 

excel  in  literature,  in  great  men,  in  holiness 
and  in  virtue ;  and  that  by  destroying  its 
powers,  the  oppressor  of  Europe^  had  availed 
himself  of  an  advantage  to  sow  the  seeds 
of  corruption  and  disorder,  and  that  under 
the  same  pretexts  and  with  the  same  views 
the  said  tribunal  had .  been  suppressed  to 
the  grief  of  the  nation,  by  the  self  styled 
general  extraordinary  Cortes.  I  therefore, 
penetrated  by  the  supplications  of  the  above 
mentioned  persons,  and  obeying  the  wishes 
of  others,  who  are  sincerely  attached  to  the 
religion  of  their  fathers,  have  granted  and 
resolved,*  for  the  present,  the  continuation 
and  re-establishment  of  the  council  of  in¬ 
quisition  and  all  other  offices  with  it  con-, 
nected,  retaining  the  regulations  by  which 
it  was  conducted  in  1808;  under  the  same^ 
I  laws  and  ordinances  issued  in  different  times 
to  prevent  certain  abuses,  and  to  curtail 
certain  powers  and  privileges.  But  where¬ 
as  it  may  be  necessary  to  add  something  to 
these  restraints,  and  to  render  it  as  service¬ 
able  as  possible  to  my  subjects ;  it  is  my  will 
that  the  council  of  inquisition,  should  be  at¬ 
tended  at  all  its  sittings,  by  two  of  my  roy¬ 
al  conncil,  and  by  puch  other  persons  as  J 
may  appoint,  who  shall  examine  into  the 
form  and  manner  of  proceedings  in  such 
causes  as  may  be  submitted  to  the  inquisi¬ 
tion — and  the  said  tribunal  of  the  holy  of¬ 
fice.  shall  especially  have  power  to  examine 
into  and  censure  the  tenets  and  doctrines 
of  books,  and  if  they  shall  decide  that  they 
are  hostile  to  the  good  of  my  subjects,  and 
to  the  rights  of  justice  and  the  government, 
they  shall  make  such  alterations  therein  and 
make  such  other  orders  relative  thereto,  as 
may  be  deem^l  proper  ami  convenient, 
having  first  consulted  me,  and  obtaineil  my 
assent  to  such  oilers  and  amendments.
